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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: the closest prior art Fukumoto (US 6,240,032 B1 ) teaches saving the data of a 
block in another storage area before erasing the block and then, rewrite the saved data 
to the block, however, Fukumoto doesn't disclose that erasing the entire array and 
writing the saved data back in the array after erasing the entire physical array as 
claimed in the independent claims 1 and 12, instead, Fukumot discloses that saving the 
data of a block in another storage area , erasing the block, and rewrite the saved data 
to the block, by using this erasing method, full chip will be erased (see reference 
Fukumoto, col. 13, lines 55-67). Moreover, Fukumoto does not particularly point out 
saving the data from blocks other than the data blocks selected for erasure as claimed 
in independent claims 1 and 12, Fukumoto discloses that saving the data of a block in 
another storage area. 

Claims 2-1 1 and 13-20 are respectively allowable as dependent on independent 
claims above and incorporated additional allowable features therein.
